CURRENT SITUATION:

Containment objectives were achieved on most large fires. Initial attack
fire activity was minimal. A Type 1 Incident Management Team is staged in
Albuquerque, NM, available to respond to Mexico. Very high and extreme
fire indices were reported in Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, Colorado,
Kansas, Minnesota and Michigan.

EASTERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

ESTHER LAKE, Minnesota State. A Type Il Incident Management Team
(Sterr)is assigned. This fire is burning in timber infested by spruce
budworm 10 miles north of Hovland. Light hand on the land tactics are
being utilized due to scientific natural lands in the area of the fire.

OUTLOOK:

A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED IN NEW MEXICO FOR SOUTHWEST WINDS 20-30 MPH
AND CONTINUED DRY CONDITIONS. New Mexico and west Texas will be partly
cloudy with a few dry thunderstorms. Winds will be from the southwest at
20-30 MPH. High temperatures will be in the mid 80"s to near 100 with mid
60"s and 70"s in the New Mexico mountains.

A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED FLORIDA FOR LOW HUMIDITY. Florida will be
dry and hot with a slight chance of thunderstorms in the northwest. High
temperatures will be in the low to mid 90"s.

The Great Lake States will be dry. High temperatures will be in the 60"s
in north and 70"s in the south.

Colorado will be partly cloudy with scattered wet thunderstorms in the
southwest and mountains. Winds will be from the southwest at 15-30 MPH
with gusts to 40 MPH on the ridges.
